The command said 399 youths 
had been detained for questioning 
during and after the final assault by 
troops in helicopters,- armoured 
personnel carriers and tanks. 

Most of those detained would be 
released and only hardcore 
radicals would be kept for further 
investigation, it said. 

The announcement gave no 
figure for civilians wounded, but 
Kwangju citizens said many were 
injured during the battle. 

There was no way of confirming 
the command's death toB. Last 
week the command said only one 
civilian had been killed in 
between army troops and anti- 
government demonstrators, but 
Western correspondents in the city 
counted 97 bodies with others 
already buried. 

The militants on Monday said 
that at least 261 Kwangju residents 
were killed In th? fighting last 
week, which prompted the city to 
rise up against the army and the 
martial law command. (Photo,

Treasury and Transport Minis- 
try experts have been ordered to 
prepare a contingency plan for clos- 
ing El Al Israel Airlines. The move 
is believed to signal the 
government's determination to 
close the company if workers’ sanc- 
tions continue to hamper El Al's 
smooth functioning. 

The plan, to be ready within a 
fortnight, win cover the desirability 
of closing the firm and the technical 
and legal aspects of such.a closure, 
ft has been learned. 

Transport Minister Halm Landau 
has notified the El Al management 
not to pay workers for their ac- 
cumulated vacations and to send 
them on holiday, according to plan. 
F in a n ce Minister Yigael Hurvitz 
expressed disappointment at the 
behaviour of the workers, who 
recently shut down the firm for half 


a day at a time when the company 
is suffering severe financial strain. 

At the end of June, the El Al 
management will submit details 
about the company’s condition and 
a forecast for next year. This will 
include areport on the advice given 
El Al by the McKenzie international 
consulting company on how it must 
act to extricate itself from Its finan- 
cial straits. The government's 
policy towards El Al for the current 
year will be determined on the 
basis of this management report. 

Hurvitz, Landau, Housing 
Minister David Levy. Deputy 
Premier Tigael Yadin and Minister 
without Portfolio Moshe Nlsslm 
met for 70 minutes yesterday to dis- 
cuss El Al's problems. It was decid- 
ed to set up a team, to be headed by 
Hurvitz, to assure the proper 
operations of air transport to and 
from Israel.

What was initially seen as a 
bold, swift cabinet reshuffle 
yesterday by Prime Minister 
Minister Menahem Begin ran 
aground last night as coalition 
parties, flexing their muscles, 
expressed unhappiness with the 
proposed changes. 

Begin had hoped to fortify Us 
government by moving Yitzhak 
Shamir from the Foreign Ministry 
to Defence, to fill the vacancy- left 
by Ezer Weizznan. Begin also con- 
founded even his confidants by 
offering the Foreign Affairs port- 
folio to Energy Minister Yitzhak 
Moda’i. 

Begin had hoped to have the 
Knesset approve his reshuffle today 
or next Monday. This would have 
left a- troika of hawks — Begin, 
Shamir and Moda’i — at the helm. 
The three would not he at 
loggerheads on foreign affairs, 
defence or the autonomy talks, and 
would thereby spare the govern- 
ment much of the bickering which 
characterized it when Welzman 
was a member, it was believed. 

However, the plan that was in- . 
ltially lauded by coalition members 
and even grudgingly conceded as 
brilliant tactics by members of the 
opposition, is at least for the time 
being foiled by the Democratic 
Movement and to a lesser extent by 


National Religious Party dis- 
satisfaction. 

Begin did not manage to meet 
with the representatives of either 
party before the news of bis propos- 
. ed reshuffle, had leaked. He broke 
the news first to his deputy. Liberal 
Party chairman Slmha Ehrlich, 
who gave Us Mowing to the Modal 
appointment and to Shamir. Later 
he informed Moda'i of what was 
happening. Soon after, the reshuffle 
became public knowledge, ruffling 
the feathers of the NRP in par- 
ticular. 

The DM ministers met with Begin 
and announced that they were re- 
jecting the Moda’i appointment out- 
right. They were said to have had a 
“frank and difficult” conversation 
which Begin broke up when each 
side retired lor feverish con- 
sultations. 

Later the DM faction said it had 
demanded that Begin consult with 
all parties before deciding on the 
reshuffle. This is seen less as an ul- 
timatum than a delaying tactic. 

The three DM ministers told 
Begin that Moda’i had served well 
as energy minister, but in their opi- 
nion would not do at all as foreign 
minister. They told him they would 
welcome any other candidate, from 
the Liberals or another party. 

The DM was seen last night to be 
playing very risky brinkmanship, 
which could provoke a genuine 
coalition crisis In the end, more 
through miscalculation than 
design. If Begin, by going through 


with his plan to make Moda'i 
foreign minister, forced the DM' to 
vote against him in the plenum, he 
would endanger his majority. Even 
if Begin scrapes through, he would 
lose face if the DM stays in the 
government. And if the DM backs 
down at the last moment, it would 
then lose face. 

It is noted too that while the DM 
had advocated the Shamir move to 
defence, it had been vigorously 
pushing for the DM's Sbmuel Tamir 
to take over the foreign affairs port- 
folio, leaving his justice ministry to 
Liberal Minister without Portfolio 
Moshe Nlsslm. 

Begin in vain attempted to ex- 
plain that the Liberals bad long 
been denied any key posts in the 
cabinet and were in effect under- 
represented. He now bad an oppor- 
tunity to redress their grievances 
and could not merely throw scraps 
such as the Justice Ministry their 
way, he said. 

The DM emerged unmollified and 
sources in the party say that Tamir 
Intends to fight for the Foreign 
Ministry. Some in the DM say that 
they will stand their ground this 
time even If it means the fall of the 
government. 

Sources close to Begin, however, 
minimized the atmosphere of crisis 
and claimed that while the objec- 
tions. which took everyone by sur- 
prise last night, might prevent tbe 
prime minister from seeking 
parliamentary approval this week,

Autonomy talks deadline 
failure upsets State Dept.

WASHINGTON. — The Carter ad- 
ministration yesterday expressed 
disappointment that Israel. Egypt 
and the U.S. failed to meet Mon- 
day's target date for concluding the- 
Palestinian autonomy negotiations. 

But in the first official reaction to 
the failure to meet the date, the ad- 
ministration also insisted that both 
Egypt and Israel remain com- 
mitted to the Camp David peace 
process and that the negotiations 
could be resumed shortly. 

Privately. U.S. officials are much 
less hopeful because of Ezer Wein- 
man’s resignation and the fallout 
from the cabinet reshuffle in 
Jerusalem. Publicly, however, tbe 
administration is taking an' op- 
timistic line. 

A State Department spokesman 
said that the progress which has 
been achieved over the past year of 
negotiations on the scope of 
autonomy justified a continuation 
of the process in the weeks ahead. 

Like other senior U.S. officials, 
the special U.S. representative to 


the autonomy negotiations, Sol 
L inowl tz. also presented an op- 
timistic front in assessing the 
failure to meet the target date. 

"Even though we are disap- 
pointed at not making greater 
progress by May 26. & goal the par- 
ties had set for themselves, there is 
no question that both parties are 
determined to go forward in the 
negotiations,” he said. 

Israel Ambassador Ephraim 
Evron yesterday had his first 
meeting with Edmund Muskle since 
the new secretary of state took of- 
fice. Meeting for nearly an hour at 
the State Department, the two men 
and their aides focussed mostly on 
efforts to revive the autonomy 
negotiations. 

According to diplomatic sources, 
Muskie elaborated on President 
Jimmy Carter's meetings last week 
with visiting Egyptian Vice- 
President Husni Mubarak and 
former foreign minister Mustapha 
Khalil, now vice-chairman of 
Egypt's ruling National 
Democratic Party.

Agriculture Minister Ariel 
Sharon yesterday signalled Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin not to 
take his continued presence In the 
cabinet for granted, now that he 
was considered unacceptable as 
minister of defence. 

Feeling slighted by the announce- 
ment that Yitzhak Bha-mir .was to 
get the job, .Sharon met wltlfBSgin 
privately at the Knesset jgst night 
and handed him a letter ssitlld co&-~ 
tain at least a veiled resignation 
threat. 

Sources dose to the minister of 
agriculture said that Sharon did not 
deliver an ultimatum to Begin. 

But Sharon told Begin teat the 
country's major security problems 
were still unsolved, and that he 
would have to decide whether he 
could continue shouldering collec- 
tive responsibility for those securi- 
ty problems when someone other 
than himself was defence minister, 
now that Welzman had gone. 


Explaining this, the sources said 
that Sharon's letter left all the op- 
tions open: to quit-now, later, or not 
at all. 

Begin is reported to have asked 
Sharon to reconsider, but is said to 
be resigned to a possible Sharon 
walkout, despite the high personal 
esteem he has for Sharon and es- 
pecially for hla military expertise. 

Begin made it clear that if it were 
■ up to him, Sharon would he. his 
1 choice for the job. He eveb went 
- through the motions of wnrptnpHTig 
Sharon in Ids consultations with his 
deputy, Liberal chairman Simha 
Ehrlich, yesterday. But Ehrlich 
rejected the idea. 

Sharon reportedly told Begin that 
he is not questioning Shamir’s 
suitability for the defence post. He 
complained that he -was better 
qualified than Shamir, but was 
never seriously considered. 

Veteran political observers 
agreed that Sharon felt slighted 
because Begin presented him with 
a fait accompli under pressure 


from the Liberals and the 
Democratic Movement, who had 
blackballed him as a candidate. 
Sharon thus had no choice hut to 
tackle Begin directly, with an ad- 
monition that his continued 
presence in tbe cabinet could not be 
relied on, since the Liberals and the 
DM had virtually voted no con- 
fidence in him. The observers said 
that Sharon's signal to Begin 
yesterday could be the prelude to a 
process of alienation which might 
speed up, closer to the elections. 

Sharon declined to tell the press 
anything about the conversation 
with Begin or about the content of 
his letter. He appeared gloomy as 
he sat in the Knesset members' din- 
ing room. 

Sharon even brushed off ap- 
proaches by his traditional cronies 
in tbe political press corps. He was 
overheard telling a sympahtlzer 
that there is "no one you can speak 
to here," a comment which some 
reporters took as an allusion to 
Begin.

SPERITY Is the catchword of 
aoment In Egypt.

. ’e want to be prosperous like 
"nlted States," said Sadat in his 
: "t speech to the Egyptian 
ie's Assembly. Never before 
be made It so clear that the 
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American dream was hla dream, 
too. 

Growing op p o siti on, not to the 
peace treaty but .also to economic 
stagnation, has foraed Sadat to give 
hla own explanation of why 28 years 
of political Independence, 10 years 
of his own rule and more than a 
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year of formal peace have failed to 
bring prosperity to the Land of the 
Nile. 

The old scapegoats- — war, the 
remnants of foreign domination 
and the monolithic socialism of the 
; Nasser era — have lost their validi- 
ty. There are no new scapegoats. . 

Even the "open-door" policy 
towards foreign capital, which 
found concrete form In the Foreign 
Investment Law of 197B, has not 
been able to propel Egypt to the 
point at which growth begins to sus- 
tain Itself. 

Per capita income remains a 
paltry $300 a year, at least 6fi per 
cent of the country is illiterate, ur- 
banization has thwarted attempts 
to Increase the area of agricultural 
land, and few foreign companies 
have dared embark on joint In- 
dustrial ventures that might 
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provide employment and new in- 
come. 

Those sectors which have produc- 
ed the income — oil, tourism and 
the Suez Canal — employ a tiny 
percentage of Egypt's 42 million 
people. The rest, in effect, Hve off 
government subsidies and the 
remittances of rich relatives 
abroad. 

SADAT'S CRITIQUE of his coun- 
try’s economic plight, as expressed 
In recent speeches, puts the blame 
on the inherited, bureaucracy of the 
state apparatus and on the 
traditional apathy of the Egyptian 
people. 

In the absence of any other - 
model, Sadat's concept of progress 
la directly Inspired by his vision of 
the Western world. From the West 
-he has borrowed the terminology, if. 
not the substance, of the society he 
hopes to create. 

But Western terminology un- 
dergoes a strange distortion In the 
hands of Sadat, who is, by his own 
admission, an Egyptian country- 
boy. 

**ln the democratic West, 
political parties do not fight for 
power, they fight for the prosperity 
and the safety of the citizen." he 
say b. 

Sadat may even believe, as he 
claims, that bis "Law of Shame," 
with its infamously vague clauses 
on disparaging the state, is simply 
the Egyptian equivalent of the 
Anglo-Saxon libel law, which Egypt 
does not have. 

At the same time as he praises 
the West, Sadat ravels In pseudo- 
mystical concepts of a primitive 
society without the- stresses and 
strains that cultural contact brings. 

A characteristic passage in his 
autobiography reads: “In tbe socie- 
ty which politics should aim to 
create, each Individual would enjoy 
absolute freedom, subject to no 
other restrictions than those im-

The deputy mayors of Hebron 
and Halhoul appointed on Sunday to 
succeed the mayors who were 
deported- after the Beit Hadaasah 
terrorist attack earlier this month, 
hAve Informed the military govern- 
ment that they reject the ap- 
pointments and will continue to 
serve only as deputies. 

Mustafa Abdul Nadi al-N&tahe, 
deputy mayor of Hebron, sent a 
letter to the civil administration of- 
ficer at military .government 
headquarters in Beit El stating that 
the municipal council had decided 
on Monday that he would not 
succeed the ousted mayor Fahd 
Kawosma. 

Natshe maintained In his letter 
that he will . continue to serve as 
deputy mayor "until Kawasma's 
return." a matter which Is now be- 
ing debated In the High Court of 
Justice. 


>Thc deputy mayor a'f nearby 
Halhoul. Muhammed Hljazi Ma- 
jadieh, has also reportedly In- 
formed the military government 
that he will continue only as deputy 
mayor to the deported Mohammed 
Milhcm. 

In Hebron yesterday troops 
prevented the owners of 16 shops 
which were demolished after the 
terrorist atta.ck from 
demonstrating Inside the municipal 

buildings. 

The military government has 
closed three stores In Anabta near 
Tulkarm after Israeli vehicles were 
stoned in the area. The local high 
school, which has been closed for 
several weeks following the death 
of a student who. attacked the 
Tulkarm military governor, was 
opened oh Saturday but reclosed by 
the military government- 
Arrangements are being made to 
enable matriculation students to 
take their exams. 


Deported mayors seek out U.S. Jews 


NEW YORK (JTA). — The three 
Palestinian leaders deported from 
the West Bank following the 
murder of six Jews In Hebron said 
yesterday that they were willing to 
talk to anyone from the American 
Jewish community to explain their 
side of the Middle East conflict. 

Their visit to New York, 
Washington, Chicago and 
Minneapolis is being coordinated 
by the American Friends Service 
Committee.

U.S. oil experts due here soon

WASHINGTON. — U.S. Secretary 
of State Edmund Muskle yesterday 
assured Israeli Ambassador 
Ephraim Evron that a delegation of 
U.S. energy experts would fly to 
Israel within the next two weeks to 
continue discussions on the U.S.

museum

HAIFA. — Scores of Invaluable 
paintings and art objects have been 
badly damaged by mildew in the 
locked storerooms of the Tikotin 
Japanese Art Museum, it was 
learned this week. 

A source in the. museum said it 
was Impossible to estimate the 
damage until all Items are 
thoroughly checked, "but It Is 
definitely a matter of hundreds of 
thousands — maybe millions — of 
shekels." 

According to the source, the two ' 
storerooms contained almost 90 per 
cent of the art works that Swiss 
millionaire Felix Tlkotln donated to 
the city some 25 years ago. The 
source said that the rooms bad 
always been periodically checked 
by experts and were regularly ven- 
tilated — but they have been locked 
for the past six months and no 
museum employee has had access 
to them. 

"TIkotin convinced Mahor Mayor 
Arye Gurel to order the rooms lock- 
ed because he claimed several 
Items had disappeared — and that 
others had been replaced by 
worthless copies," the source said. 
"Since then nobody was allowed. In 
but Tlkotln and his attorneys'. Ac- 
tually the police investigated the 
matter, and last month they 
reported to the mayor that the 
allegations were 'baseless and un- 
proven'." 

Museum officials finally got the 
rooms opened last month, and they 


discovered the extensive damage 
"caused by lack of ventilation and 
proper care, after a particularly 
rainy winter." the source said. 

Tlkotln allegedly had changed his 
mind about opening the rooms, 
after . pressure was applied by 
representatives of an American In- 
stitution to which the museum had 
agreed to lend several rare items 
for an exhibition. 

The source claimed that museum 
director Eli Lancman and Tikotin 
had argued several months ago 
over museum, expansion plans. A 
Japanese fund had donated 390,000 
towards the building of a new 
pavilion and the Swiss millionaire 
pledged another 1600,000. He chang- 
ed his mind, however, and reduced 
his offer to (60.000, "and that on 
condition the museum sell him back 
some of the items. As It happens, 
those are worth at least four times 
the amount," the source alleged. 

Lancman reportedly opposed the 
idea, and - shortly afterwards, 
"Tikotin came up with the stolen 
items story. The 'mayor then 
ordered the rooms locked. 1 Tikotin 
did not stop there: he has repeated- 
ly tried to havfe Lancman dismiss- 
ed, but to no avail — the director Is 
backed by the municipal works 
committee." 

Tikotin tabled a motion for Lone- 
man's dismissal at the last meeting 
of the museum's board of directors, 
but the vote was tied, the source 
said. 

Neither Felix Tikotin nor his 
representatives were available for 
comment. 


Ex-Egyptian war head raps Sadat

Sadiq was particularly upset by 
the fact that Sadat had accused him 
of treason openly, If not by name. 
"Is it right that Sadat, who claims 
to uphold the values of the village, 
should talk about a minister in this 
way?” the general said. 


Fighting erupts in South Lebanon 


SIDON (Reuter). — Fighting flared 
in Southern Lebanon again yester- 
day between PLO terrorist and lef- 
tist forces and the Moslem Shi'ite 
paramilitary movement Amal, 
security sources said. 

They said a number of persons 
apparently were killed or wounded 
In fighting around several villages 
in the Nabatlya' district, in the 
southern region's central sector. 


The market town of Nabatlya is a 
PLO stronghold. 

It was the third flare-up of Its 
kind within the past few days. On 
Friday, seven persons were 
reported killed In fighting. 

The fighting erupted against a 
background of friction between 
Palestinian terrorists and villagers 
who hold the Palestine Liberation 
Organization responsible for Israeli 
shelling of South Lebanon.

Knesset OKs rent increases 
on protected apartments

The Knesset last night passfed the 
first reading of an amendment to 
the Tenants' Protection Law that, 
in effect, repeals the present limita- 
tion of rent increases In a given 
year to one-third of the previous 
rental. 

The vote was 29 to 23. Tehiya join- 
ed the coalition In supporting the 
bill, while all other opposition par- 
ties voted against it. 

Dov Shllansky (Likud-Herut) en- 
joyed the best of bothworlds. In the 
debate, he made a sharp attack on 
the bill, saying it would replace one 
injustice with another, and called 
on Housing Minister David Levy, 
who had presented the bill, to 
remember his humble origins. But 
be voted together with the rest of 
the Likud. 


Levy said that, with inflation run- 
ning around 100 per cent a year, the 
one-third limitation meant the 
••utter erosion" of the rent received 
by the landlord. 

The bill authorizes the govern- 
ment. once a year, to Increase rents 
in protected flats by not more t h a n 
100 per cent of the rise in the Index, 
and by not less than 70 per cent. 

Moshe Amar (Alignment- 
Mapam) said that "practically- all" 
of the tenants concerned were 
“employees, large families, young 
couples — people with limited 
financial means." Most of them, he 
asserted, had paid key money. 

Menahem Savidor (Llkud- 
Uberalal said that more than one- 
third of the protected tenants had 
never paid key money. The amend- 
ment did not go far enough, he said; 
a basic revision of the law was call- 
ed for. 


U.S. official ‘not upset’ by Kollek snub

TEL AVIV. — U.S. Transport 
Secretary Neil Goldschmidt yester- 
day said he was not offended by 
Mayor Teddy Kollek's refusal to 
see him on Monday when he visited 
Jerusalem with a group of 
American officials, including Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter’s liaison to the 
Jewish community, Alfred Moses. 

Kollek declined to receive 
Goldschmidt because the 
Americans did not want to visit 
East Jerusalem under official 
patronage. 

At a luncheon of the Israel- 
Amerlcan Chamber of Commerce 
and Industry and at a press con- 
ference later, Goldschmidt said 
that he had endeavoured to follow 
Vice-President Mondale’s example 
when deciding to go on a private 
"highly emotional" visit to the 
Western Wall. . .. 


He said of Mayor Kollek: “I like 
and admire him very much." ' 

The former mayor of Portland, 
Oregon, said mayors the world over 
regard Kollek "as a genius.” He 
regretted that "our visits are seen 
as an opportunity for manoeuvring 
on the subject of Jerusalem." 

“As a former mayor (of 
Portland, Oregon) I respect the 
rule he (Kollek) applied In this 
situation. I used to apply it myself 
as a mayor, which Is to check 
around, and only insult those guests 
that do not bring money." 

Later when he was questioned 
about the rebuff, Goldschmidt, who 
is Jewish, said: “I think Teddy 
Kollek had me confused, but that 
. the minute he learned that I was a 
friend of the American ambassador 
here, then everything straightened 
out. 


Israel Olympic squad won’t be disbanded

plidt in the genuine values of the 
society Itself — values which are 
bom out of its indigenous culture 
and are therefore acceptable to 
all." 

IF EGYPT was a rich and 
prosperous country, such con- 
tradictions would never need arise. 
Instead, the one ambition of many a 
young Egyptian with a university 
degree In his hand Is to emigrate, 
however great his profession of 
patriotism. 

In a series of short essays 
published last week, "Al-Ahram" 
columnist Ahmed Bahgat accurate- 
ly expressed the anguish of an im- 
poverished society forced to eat the 
crumbs that fall from the rich 
man's table. He attributed Western 
technical progress to some un- 
known force that harnessed the 
researches and experiments of men 
in different ages in different coun- 
tries. 

By comparison, he implied, any 
individual effort undertaken In 
modern Egypt, however creative, 
was doomed to oblivion. 

Like many Third World leaders, 
Sadat has observed the apparent 
correlation between capitalism and 
prosperity. So socialism is no 
longer a motto of his National 
Democratic Party as It was of its 
predecessor, the Arab Socialist 
Union, though the word still lingers 
in the Constitution and on the 
'masthead of “Al-Gomhouria,” the 
newspaper Sadat once edited. 

"Prosperity can only come by un- 
leashing the aptitudes of the 
people,” Sadat announced last 
week. In the same speech he in- 
troduced a new phrase Into the 


political vocabulary of Arabic, 
which can be translated as the 
"work ethic". 

The opposition press accuses his 
ministers of encouraging foreign In- 
vestors to move into the public sec- 
tor, the backbone of the socialist 
state. There is talk of foreign-run 
wagon-lits, foreign-built toll roads 
and private universities financed 
from abroad. 

But some socialist programmes 
have to remain — social insurance, 
free education and an occasional 
commitment to redistribute income 
by more efficient collection of tax 
revenues. 

One of Sadat's closest friends Is 
Farouk Al-Baz, the NASA scientist 
who comes back from Houston with 
stories of technological wonders 
like satellite photography and solar 
energy. 

In their first public appearance, 
the economic group of ministers in 
Sadat's new cabinet parried 
questions with pleas that "accurate 
statistics were still in the pipeline." 
That was what technology required 
of them. 

Sadat said his new cabinet would 
stand or fall on its success in con- 
trolling inflation. This meant rais- 
ing production, hence technology, 
hence Investment. 

In a cunning display of 
demagogic manipulation, earlier 
this month, Sadat tried to Instill the 
investment Instinct. He gave out a 
pay bonus on May 1 with a warning 
not to spend it until May 11, when he 
unexpectedly lowered prices. The 
frugal were rewarded and the 
profligate confounded. 

But Sadat has trouble pulling 
such fat rabbits out of the hat every 
month.

Almost a quarter of a million 
Arab kindergarten and school 
children remained home yesterday 
as Arab local authorities closed 
their schools in protest against 
overcrowding and the low level of 
teachers in their sector. 

The Education Ministry, which 
concedes that conditions in Arab 
schools are “very bad," failed on 
Monday to avert the strike. The 
ministry claims that in recent 
weeks 1238m. was allocated to the 
Arab local councils to start con- 
struction of 88 urgently needed 
classrooms. 

But the ministry concedes that 
some 1,200 classrooms are needed, 
and that the conversion of rented 
flats into classrooms in some Arab 
towns is no solution. 


The ministry says that some 200 
more classrooms are presently un- 
der construction and are scheduled 
for completion by the start of the 
next school year, and that the. 
building of 70 more classrooms' is 
planned for next year. 

The Arab local councils also 
pointed out that over 40 per cent of 
Arab school teachers are un- 
qualified according to Education 
Ministry criteria (as compared 
with some 18 per cent In Jewish, 
schools). 

A ministry spokesman reacted by 
saying that no unqualified teachers 
have been allowed to assume 
teaching posts in Arab schools in 
the past two years, despite a 
nationwide shortage of teachers 
which has compelled Jewish 
schools to take in unqualified 
teaching staff.

' Dirk Menten rejected the 
allegations and produced a state- 
ment he said he had drawn up with 
his wife and his mother In 1963 assn

Menten tried to blacken their 
characters. 

The statement alleged that Pieter 
.Menten had admitted to close 
members of his family In 1948 that 
he had taken part In the killing in 
the Polish village of Podhoredce in 
East Galicia. 

Asked why he had reversed

“It’s as though I'm working In the 
stock market, the way prices 
skyrocket and dive," an excited 
worker at the Tel Aviv wholesale 
market told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday. 

Huge quantities of ail types of 
vegetables now arriving at the 
market have forced prices down, 
observers said. 

An official of Tnuva at the 
wholesale market said, "TM* whole 
situation is unhealthy for the 
farmers and for the consumers. I 
predict that in about one month the 
prices will again skyrocket. All this 


because there isn't any planning 
any more." 

Most market employees question- 
ed yesterday expected the glut of 
vegetables to continue for at least a 
month. 

Tomatoes that had reached a 
peak price of IS 12 per kilo and more 
just a few weeks ago are now down 
to as low as IS3.5 per kilo. 
Cucumbers yesterday were selling 
for XS2 per kilo; potatoes from 
182.20 to 152.90; light green peppers 
from IS3 to ISO. 50; eggplants from 
184 to 186.50; and onions from 182 to 
IS3. 

Ya'acov Cohen, secretary of the 
Vegetable Growers Organization, 
told The Post that it prices dropped 
any further, farmers would lose 
large sums of money.

ATHENS. — European socialist . 
leaders completing a two-day fact- 
finding mission to Teheran agreed 
yesterday that a satisfactory 
resolution of the U.S. hostage 
problem may be at hand, as long as 
the U.S. refrains from trying to use 
force again to free them L 
- *‘I believe the Iranian regime Is 
fully aware of all the consequences 
stemming from the continued 
holding of the American hostages," 
Austrian Chancellor Bruno Kreisky 
told reporters upon his arrival here 
yesterday. _ _ 

"But I also believe that if any 
further force is attempted there 
will he results harmful to everyone 
concerned, Including the Inter- 
national community and the cause 
of peace," he added. 

His views were apparently 
shared by Spanish Socialist Leader 
Felipe Gonzalez, who told reporters 
on hie return to Madrid that Iran 
should be allowed to resolve the 
Issue of the hostages without out- 
side Interference. 

' "The Iranian authorities are fully 
aware of the Implications of the 
problem and its importance ... their 
capacity of solving it must 
therefore be respected," he said. 

In Stockholm, Socialist leader 


Olof Palme said on fals return that 
he believed a peaceful solution to 
the crisis could come ‘'relatively 
quickly." *• 

Palme also condemned 
previous regime of the Shah and the 
use of terror by the Savak, 
secret police. 

“Savak .was an unbelievably 
bloody apparatus,” he said. 1 
."At one time there were 80,000 
Americans in Iran," said Palme. 

. "America had very strong interests 
there. -In many ways Iran was 
occupied country." 

Everyone was agreed on the 
necessity of maintaining Iranian in- 
dependence from either of the two 
superpowers, said the Swedish 
socialist leader.

50 S. African clergymen 
charged under riot act 


JOHANNESBURG. — About 80 
clergymen of all races were charg- ’ 
ed under South Africa's Riotous 
Assembly Act yesterday as police 
cracked down on leaders of a six- 
weekrold classroom boycott. 

The boycott, In protest against 
racial inequality In education, 
flared again In ■ several areas 
despite warnings by Police 
Minister Louis le Grange of tough 
action. 

The churchmen were arrested on 
Monday when they marched to 
protest against the detention of a 
Coloured (mixed race) colleague 
who has been an outspoken critic of 
the government throughout the 
school strike. 

Altogether 88 people, most of 
them wearing clerical garb and 
carrying Bibles, were released on 
remand until July 1 by a 
Johannesburg court.. They Included 
Anglican Bishop Desmond Tutu, a 
prominent black activist, and 
Timothy Bavin, the white Anglican 
Bishop of Johannesburg. 

Their colleague, the Rev. John 
Thorne, was remanded on more 
serious charges for addressing a 


protest meeting of Coloured 
students last month. He faces 
maximum sentence of two years in 
Jail, while the other accused face 
maximum sentences of six months 
or fines of 100 rand ( 8120 ). 

At the same time, school officials 
said they were told not to imple- 
ment expulsion orders against non- 
white students refusing to attend 
classes because of racial die 
crimination in the schools. 

Education authorities In several 
regions reported that the stay- away 
was gaining momentum with 
blacks youths joining Coloured and 
Indian youths^n their demand for 
equality with whites in the "time- 
tier" educational system. 

The classroom boycott emerged 
1 in an atmosphere of general unrest 
among non-whites that has produc- 
ed several industrial strikes. 

In an attempt to stem the tide, 
police have arrested more than 800 
potential protest leaders within the 
past four days. Among the latest 
were seven employees of the 
Western Cape University for 
Coloureds where a student protest 
meeting Monday was broken up by 
teargas. (Reuter, UPI) 


West donates aid to prevent 
starvation in Kampuchea 


GENEVA (UPI). — Western coun- 
tries and Japaa-yeaterday pledged 
millions of dollars in additional aid 
for Kampuchea this year to prevent 
a new wave of starvation in the 
stricken nation. 

Pledges amounting to nearly 
5150m. were made at the end of a 
two-day UN Kampuchea relief con- 
ference along with demands lor the 
withdrawal of Vietnamese occupa- 
tion forces. 

The U.S. and its allies also called 
on Vietnam and its Soviet sup- 
porters to ensure that international 
food relief gets through to the Kam- 
pu chean people throughout the 
country. 


UN ' Secretary-General" Kurt 
Waldheim, opening* the conference 
on Monday, said 5151m. was still 
needed to meet the 8284m. Kam- 
puchean aid target this year. 

. Additional contributions were 
promptly pledged by the U.S. which 
has already put up 889m. and the 
European Economic community, 
which contributed 880m. toward 
Kampuchea relief last year. 

The last 8250,000 of the nearly 
81m. collected by Israel TV in last 
year’s telethon for Kampuchean 
refugees is being sent to the UN via 
the Israeli ambassador to 
Switzerland. 


Obote returns to Uganda 


KAMPALA (Reuter). — Former 
President Milton Obote flew back to 
Uganda to end nine years in exile 
yesterday and promised a mass ral- 
ly of his supporters that he. would 
devote himself to rebuilding the 
country's shattered economy If his 
political party la voted Into power. 

Obote flew from Ms long-term 
refuge In Tanzania to the remote 
southern Ugandan village of 
Bushenyl, from where Ms speech 
setting out the political programme 
of his Uganda People's Congress 
Party was relayed live on Uganda 
Radio. 


The 56-year-old former president, 
who was ousted by Idl Amin in 1971, 
left little doubt that he expected to 
be his party's presidential can- 
didate in elections due before the 
end of the year. 

"We shall create the conditions 
which will induce our people to give 
their best In the reconstruction of 
the country... We shall offer incen- 
tives and proper legal protection to 
the investments of those who wish 
to come and Invest in our country 
from abroad and help in our 
agricultural and economic develop- 
ment. There shall- be no more 
nationalization," he said. 


Mozambique, Zimbabwe hold talks 


SALISBURY (UPI). — The defence 
chiefs of Mozambique and Zim- 
babwe held a day-long meeting on 
Tuesday to work out details of a 
joint offensive against a guerrilla 
force seeking to topple the Mozam- 
bique government. 

The meeting was a follow-up to an 
encounter last Friday between 
Mozambique President Samora 
Mach el and Zimbabwe Prime 
Minister and Minister of Defence 


Robert Mugabe, who said the next 
day that agreement had been 
reached on a "Joint strategy" 
against the rebel guerrillas. 

"The meeting," said a statement 
issued later, “was held in an at- 
mosphere of mutual understanding 
and deep cordiality and achieved 
ita objectives.” 

More such meetings were plann- 
ed. 


Poachers murder Zimbabwe rangers 


SALISBURY (Reuter) . — A white 
ranger and a black scout were kill- 
ed in a clash with game poachers in 
Zimbabwe’s biggest game park at 
Wankie along the Botswana border 
last weekend, according to a 1 
government statement yesterday. 

Five of the poachers were killed 
and paramilitary police had been 
drafted Into the remote area on a 
follow-up operation, the statement 
said. ~ 


The clash took place when the 
ranger and his scouts tried to arrest 
a large group of poachers. It was 
the most serious Incident of its kind 
reported from Wankie In recent 
years. 

They said there was no evidence 
to Indicate that the poachers were 
connected with nationalist 
guerrillas who used to operate In 
the area. 


Greeks delay decision on U.S. bases 


ATHENS' (AP). — Newly-elected 
Premier George Railis yesterday 
linked the future of American 
military bases in Greece to the 
status of U.S. military relations 
with rival Turkey^ 

. Railis, who won a vote of con- 
fidence last weekend, said at a 
press conference that- his govern- 
ment will postpone any decision 
about the U.S. bases until after 
complete examination of the recent 
military accord, between 
Washington and Ankara. He said 
the U.S.-Turkey pact “from the 
Greek viewpoint is .directly 
related" to the issue of U.S. bases in 
Greece. 

Greece and the U.S. initialled a 
new agreement covering the opera- 
tion of the U.S. bases two years ago 
but it w.ae never fully Implemented 


becauae of standing disputes 
between Greece and Turkey. The 
Greek parliament also never 
ratified the accord. 

The premier said that Greece 
feels that the Western Alliance still 
offers his country the best security 
and that hla administration wants 
to rejoin NATO's military wing. 
The Greeks quit the military struc- 
ture of NATO in 1974 after Turkey 
-invaded Cyprus. Several form ula 
for Greece’s re-entry in NATO have 
either been vetoed by Turkey or re- 
jected by the Greeks.

„ Furthermore, section .10 of the 
law defines parents' guardianship 
to include the duty and the right to 
take care of the minor’ a education, 
vocational and occupational train- 
ing, and the agreement which the 
petitioner's parents had signed with 
the military academy, in return for 
his receiving four years of superior 
education and training, certainly 
came within the framework of 
duty and right. 

Not could it be said, he continued, 
that this was not a reasonable 
agreement, from the point of view 
of the petitioner's good, or that, in 
the circumstances, it went beyond 
what good and devoted parents 
would deem to be in the interests of 
their minor child. So that the agree- 
ment with the military academy 
and the concomitant undertaking to 
serve in the permanent force must 
be deemed to be perfectly valid. 

Turning next to the petit! oner's 
other main argument — based on 
the Remedies for Breach of Con- 
tract-Law — Justice Bechor noted 
that It had already been held by the 
Supreme Court in a succession of 
precedents that a soldier cannot be 
deemed to “work" for the army 
within the meaning of the Contract 
Law. or to have the status of an 
“employee." Section 3(2) of the 
Breach of. Contract Law is,- 
therefore, not applicable to 
soldiers, he held. 

But in any event, he continued, he . 
agreed with the respondents' . 
representative that under the 
Military Jurisdiction Law the 
petitioner cannot unilaterally dis- 
charge himself from military ser- 
vice and that the High Court will not 
lend itself actively to. securing the 
release of the petitioner from an 
obligation which he himself had un- 
dertaken and from the fruits of 
which he had already benefited 
(since graduates of military 
academies are entitled, among 
other things, to choose Ihe branch 
of the army in which they wish to 
serve, to become officers after a 
shorter period of service than other 
soldiers, and to study at the ex- 
pense of the army). 

Justice Bechor. then considered 
the argument that enforcement of 
an undertaking to serve in the per- 
manent force negates the traditions 
and values of voluntary service In. 
the Israel Defence- Force- No one 
.disputes the fact,. -he said, that,ser- - 
vice In the permanent force is bas- 
ed on the free will of those serving, 
without any coercion on the part of 
the army. But,. on the other hand, 
one could not allow a situation 
which could cause chaos in the ar- 
my, so that while there are special 
occasions when a soldier who un- 
dertakes to serve in the permanent 
force may, because of a change in 
circumstances, ask to be released 
from his obligation (and provision 
for such eventualities is made In the 
army regulations), he could not see 
any good cause in the present case 
for releasing the petitioner from his 
undertaking. 

For the petitioner's mere change 


of mind, without any special 
Justification, is not one of those con- 
siderations which should move the 
High Court to lend its aid to the 
repudiation of an undertaking. 

On the contrary, if there were a 
question of justice, then justice 
would appear to demand that the 
petitioner honour bis obligation to 
the army. 

And 'while he agreed with the 
petitioner's counsel, added Justice 
Beebor, that the Defence Force Is 
not interested In having unwilling 
officers who would bring no credit 
to it, this was not the situation In the 
present case. 

For the petitioner's superiors had 
declared him to be a good officer 
and he, for Ms part, could only en- 
dorse the hope expressed by the 
respondents' representative that 
the petitioner would continue to 
fulfil his duties faithfully and 
properly as befits an officer of an 
army which is responsible for its 
country's existence. 

He was, therefore, of the opinion, 
held' Justice Bechor, that the order 
niri should be discharged. 
JUSTICE COHN: Justice Cohn con- 
curred with Justice Bechor and 
elected to add his own comments 
because of the novelty and Impor- 
tance of some of the questions 
which had been raised; and in ap- 
preciation of the manner In which 
the petitioner's counsel had pleaded 
his client’s case. 

The main problem raised by the 
petitioner, he said, was whether an 
obligation undertaken by a minor, 
with the consent of his parents, to 
serve in the permanent force of the 
army after completing his com- 
pulsory, regular service, was bin- 
ding upon Mm once he reached the 
age of majority; or whether he was 
entitled, after reaching that age, to 
repudiate his undertaking. 

• The undertaking in question, he 
went on to explain, can be deemed 
to be a "legal act" within the mean- 
ing of section 4 of the Capacity and 
Guardianship Law, and as ' such 
required the consent of the 
petitioner's parents if performed 
while the petitioner was a minor. 

The petitioner’s counsel had 
argued, however, that just as sec- 
tion 4 of the law empowers guar- 
dians to withdraw their consent as 
long as the fact has not been per- 
formed, so may the minor, upon at- 
taining his majority — . and thus 
stepping into his guardians' shoes 
— withdraw his. consent as long as 
the act lias notbeen performed. 

However, he held, this argument 
was doomed to failure since the act 
referred to in the present case was 
not the act of serving in the perma- 
nent force but the act of under-i 
taking to serve in that force. And 
this act was performed when the 
minor and his parents signed such 
an undertaking and handed it over 
to the military authorities, before 
the minor was admitted to the 
military academy. 

In short, continued Justice Cohn, 
the undertaking signed by the 
petitioner was a valid, contractual 
one, and could not be repudiated un- 
der the Capacity and Guardianship 


Law. since It was made with the 
consent of Ms guardians and was 
not subject to the approval of a 
court, whereas only an act per- 
formed by a minor without the 
knowledge and consent of his guar- 
dians may, under section 5(2) of the 
law, be avoided by the minor within 
a month of attaining his majority. 

The only way in which the under- 
taking could be cancelled — if at all 
— would be with the consent of the 
opposite party, or on the basis of the 
general- doctrine of contract, or If 
there is any provision to that effect 
in the contract itself. 

The petitioner's counsel, con 
tinued Justice Cohn, had in fact 
attempted to show that under the 
general doctrine of contract, a per- 
son may be not compelled to honour 
an undertaking to give personal 
work or service. 

However, he had failed to dis- 
tinguish between enforcement of a 
contract by a court of law, and the 
validity of a contractual under- 
taking. In other words, even on the 
presumption that the army could 
not get a court order forcing the 
petitioner to serve in the permanent 
force, that still did not mean that 
his undertaking to do so was not 
valid and binding. 

AS TO the petitioner's question 
whether It was tenable that a minor 
could undertake to “sell" himself, 
even with the consent of his 
parents, and not be entitled to 
withdraw this undertaking upon 
coming of age, the answer to it, held 
Justice Cohn. Is to be found In sec- 
tion 80 of the Contract Law, which 
states that “a contract, the making, 
contents or object of which is or are 
Illegal , immoral or contrary to 
public policy, is void." 

There is no doubt he continued, 
that anything savouring of 
"slavery” In a contract, or 
anything in it repugnant to the 
labour laws, would make it void un 
der section 30. whether it concerned 
a minor or an. adult. 

He did not think, however, that 
the petitioner’s undertaking to 
serve in the permanent force was so 
tainted, or could be deemed to be il- 
legal. Immoral or contrary to 
public policy. 

On the other hand, however, he 
continued, section 18 of the Con' 
tract Law lays down that If a person 
has entered into a contract in con- 
sequence of someone's having 
taken advantage of hla "distress, 
mental or physical weakness or ex- 
perience" and if the terms of the 
contract are, to an unreasonable 
degree, less favourable than is 
customary, he ‘may rescind the con- 
tract, irrespective of whether It Is 
illegal, immoral or contrary to 
public policy, or not. 

But it was unnecessary to enlarge 
upon the fact that in the present 
case the petitioner’s undertaking to 
serve in the permanent force was 
made by him with open eyes and in 
the knowledge of Its significance. 
And Ms parents had most certainly 
been free to give their consent to it 
or not, no weakness nor distress 
having been exploited in order to 
persuade them, or the petitioner, to 
sign the undertaking. 

The petitioner was obliged, 
therefore, to honour the obligation 
he had undertaken when a minor. 
But at the same time, his right was 
reserved to apply for a release from 
his obligation in the manner laid 
down in army regulations, which 
should be deemed to be part of the 
agreement between the petitioner 
and the Defence Ministry.

ed. Although I felt some uncertain- 
ty about the nature of the whole 
episode, I told him that he need only 
get in touch again if there was a 
recurrence. 

Avi did that same evening. Over 
the phone, be told me he was having 
a further attack of the same pain, 
adding that he felt as if. he was be- 
ing held in a vice around his middle. 

Ibis comment rang a bell about a 
condition which could certainly 
have fitted Avl's problem. I hadn’t 
seen a case of that illness for a year 
or two, but when X went over to see 
him this time I was more confident 
about a likely diagnosis. 

My second examination was also 
entirely negative. 

"I think you have a viral infection 
called Bornholm Disease,” I told 
him. “It's called that after a 
famous outbreak on the Da nish 
island of that name. Another name 
for it is epidemic myalgia, which 
means muscle pain. More 
'popularly', it's sometimes' called 
‘Devil’s GWpV 

“As you’ve already learned to 
your cost it’s characterized by 


spasms of sudden lower cheat or up- 
per abdominal pain on one or both 
sides, and your description of it as 
being vice-like was what really put 
me on to the diagnosis. 

"There may be one or two further 
bouts of pain, but judicious use of 
the medicine I've given you should 
at least make the condition 
tolerable until it clears up of its own 
accord," I assured him before I 
left. 

EPIDEMIC MYALGIA is one of the 
conditions caused by the Coxsackie 
group of viruses which are named 
after the American town where one 
of the group was first isolated. 

Sudden acute pain in the lower 
chest or upper abdomen in usually 
the first evidence of the disease. 
The nature of the pain may be so 
alarming as to suggest the presence 
of a more serious condition, such as 
a heart attack or an acute inflam- 
mation of the gall bladder. 

The spasms may come and go for 
a few days with or without residual 
discomfort between attacks. The 
victim may find.it difficult to pin- 


point the location of the pain, but it 
is Invariably made worse by 
breathing deeply, In spite of a com- 
pletely normal chest examination. 

Apart from a slight temperature 
at the time of the p&ln there are 
rarely any additional 
manifestations of the infection and 
complications are unusual 

In isolated cases, or In the first 
case of an outbreak, the diagnosis 
may initially cause some confusion, 
the main worry really being the ex- 
clusion of a more serious underly- 
ing illness. 

In the event, I saw two other 
similar cases later that week, 
wMch seemed to confirm my Im- 
pression about the true diagnosis 
hoie. It is possible to m ake an un- 
equivocal diagnosis by carrying out 
complicated blood tests, but this 1 b 
rarely either necessary or prac- 
tical. Treatment is entirely symp- 
tomatic and, as with Avl, consists of 
measures to relieve the pain and 
keep the patient comfortable until 
the infection subsides naturally. 

Avi came for a final check-up the 
other day and I was pleased to learn 
that after my second house call 
there had been no further severe at- 
tacks of pain and that the tablets 1 
had left Mm had proved quite ade- 
quate.

The congressmen indicated dur- 
ing the meeting with Shafir that 
they were interested in Israeli in- 
telligence tabs on drug trafficking 
in Lebanon, a major source of 
drugs heading West.

Distinguishing between hard 
and soft drugs, Wolff said that in re- 
cent years several American states 
hi'.ve moved towards decriminaliz- 
ing marijuana, allowing police to 
shift resources to combating the 
physiologically addictive drugs 
such as heroin, opium, and phar- 
maceutical barbltrates and 
amphetamines. 

In Israel, while police have con- 
centrated on arresting dealers 
rather than users, there is no 
legislative distinction between 
hashish and "harder” drugs. 

The former head of cr imi nal in- 


vestigations, Aharon Cheloifche, 
recently came out In favour of mak- 
ing such a distinction in the law. 

One of the committee members 
travelling with Wolff told The Post 
that decriminalization of mari- 
juana, a cannabis plant derivative 
from which hashish is also made, 
has allowed police to take more 
effective action against hard drugs. 
Chelouche, too. expressed the belief 
that a transfer of police resources 
from "soft drug" control to "hard 
drug*' control could mean more 
effective prevention. 

But Chelouche also came out 
strongly for a combined 
educational and legislative 
programme for drug abuse preven- 
tion, which in the U.S. is becoming 
a standard feature of many school 
curricula. 

One problem shared by the U.S. 
and Israel is the increasing number 
of “amateurs" Involved in dis- 
tributing hard drugs. According to 
drug experts, there are physicians 
willing to write drug pre s cr i ptions 
for a fee. Health care in Israel is 
based' on curative rather than 
preventive medicine. Hence nar- 
cotic pharmaceuticals, even 
without prescription, are relatively 
easy to acquire, a Drug Enforce- 
ment Administration source said.

TEL AVIV. — U.S. Transport 
Secretary Ke!l Goldachmidt sold 
yesterday that there was a change 
In the world economic climate 
which heralded a new era for 
America. "One where we must ala- 
card obsolete assumptions that 
have left us energy-dependent and 
economically vulnerable. One 
where we must forg a strong 
American response to new global 
realities.” 

Goldschmidt was guest speaker 
at a special meeting of the Israel- 
America Chamber of Commerce 
and Industry. 

Underscoring the ever-growing 
dependence of America on foreign 
oil, he said that In 1873 the U.S. 
spent $8b. on foreign oil and that 
one-third of Its oil was imported. 

"That was at the time of the oil 
embargo, and unfortunately the ad- 
ministration then In power chose to 
lg.nore rather than confront 
change." 

He said that this year the U.S. bill 
for imported oil will be 390b., the 
equivalent of 3400 for every man. 
woman and child. This is a direct 


drain an the national treasury at 
the rate of $i0xn. every hour. In 
terms of Inflation the crippling oil 
costa account for one-third of the 
rate of consumer Inflation. 

The Secretary also told about the 
price the U.S. la paying, today 
because In the past It assumed that 
its home market was large enough 
and weAlthy enough, so the country 
could afford to Ignore major 
markets abroad. . 

He stressed that the heart of the 
U.Si economy, its Industrial com- 
plex, Is today feeling the Impacts of 
the targeted economic strategies of 
developed nations in Europe and 
the Far East, which grasped the 
imperative of world-wide markets. 
■'One out of every three of our auto 
workers Is off the Job. Almost 250,- 
000 skilled workers are un- 
employed. Foreign Imports account 
for almost 80 per cent of car sales, 
largely because of the fuel economy 
issue. 

The U.S. share of world steel 
production declined by 0 per cent, 
tires by 6 per cent, aluminium 8 per 
cent and motor vehicles 8 per cent, 
lie said.

TEL AVIV. — Australia expects to 
supply coal not only for the Hadera 
power plant, “but also for the other 
three cool-powered electricity 
plants Israel is now planning," 
John Gutterldge, commercial 
counsellor at the Australian em- 
bassy here said yesterday. He was 
speaking at a symposium jointly 
sponsored by the' Israel- Australia 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
Israel Export Institute. He soldthat 
arrangements had been reached to 
supply Israel with lb million tons of 
coal for Uio Hadera plant. 

"The main problem Australia 
has."- he said, “was digging up the 
coal and shipping it. Otherwise, we 
Have enormous reserves In coal — 
and about anything else you can im- 
agine. Including highly trained 
scientific manpower." He thought 
that Australia and Israel could 
work together in several fields, 
such as Irrigation, solar energy, 
and developing medical products 
and Instrumentation.

O tempora, O mores! 

SPECULATION about the Identity of Mr. Begln’s future defence 
minister started in earnest as soon as Mr. Weizman announced 
his decision to quit his post at the cabinet session on Sunday. 
Several names were mentioned prominently, among 1 them that 
of Prof. Arens, the He rut chairman of the Knesset Foreign Af- 
fairs and Defence Committee. 

The possibility that Mr. Begin might shift Foreign Minister 
Shamir to the defence post, while moving Energy Minister 
Moda'l to foreign affairs, -was also picked up around coffee 
tables earlier this week. This sort of reshuffle, it was suggested, 
would be politically shrewd, because it would keep defence for 
Herut yet put the Liberals in the premier's debt for finally hav- 
ing handed them the coveted foreign ministry. 

At the same time, it was said, this kind of arrangement would 
place the two sensitive posts of defence and foreign affairs in the 
hands of regular, loyal hawks who, unlike such enfants terribles 
as Ezer Weizman and Mbshe Dayan, should cause Mr. Begin no 
trouble. 

The fact that both Mr. Shamir and Mr. Moda'i abstained in the 
Knesset vote on the Camp David Agreements, would be a trifl- 
ing consideration in Mr. Begin’s eyes, it was surmised. 

However, the idea was dismissed out of hand as simply too 
outlandish to contemplate. Mr. Shamir, the former Lehi com- 
mander, more recently Speaker of the Knesset, and an 
honourable enough gentleman, has been out of touch with 
military affairs for the past 32 years and has no experience in 
managing large administrative units. As for Mr. Moda'i — why, 
the very notion of him as foreign minister could, with all due 
deference, only conjure memories of Caligula’s horse as 
senator. 

Not surprisingly, that was the analogy brought up by 
Avraham Melamed, the NRP Knesset Member, when asked for 
his opinion of the nomination yesterday. 

Tet there Is still a good chance that, despite rumblings of dis- 
content among the NRP and the Democrats, especially over the 
Moda'i choice, the required number of coalition hands will be 
boldly lifted to confirm the appointments even as the public 
watches in disbelief — a public which will laugh so as not to cry. 

This, essentially, was the burden of Mr. Weizman's letter of 
resignation. The former defence minister may rightly be 
faulted, as he Is in fact faulted by Mr. Begin in his reply, for 
seeming to claim that it took him a full three years to discover 
that the government of which he was a member, was unfaithful 
to its election pledges. 

Mr. Weizman may also justly be chided, as he is in fact chided 
by Mr. Begin, for indulging in underhanded intrigue to oust his 
own party leader as premier, and have himself crowned .in- 
stead. It would have been unnatural for Mr. Begin not to resent 
such tactics — even though there was some precedent for them, 
and even though the majority of the people did feel that Mr. 
Weizman was the fitter of the two to be premier. 

But the heart of the dispute between the premier and his ex- 
defence minister lies elsewhere. It lies in Mr. Weizman's 
suggestion that this government has incinerated the bright fcppe 
of its early days into ashes of despair — and that it is incorrigi- 
ble, and irreformable. 

Premier Begln's new appointments, notably Mr. Moda'i's, in 
themselves provide irrefutable proof of the correctness of Mr. 
Weizman's diagnosis. They show a helpless, hapless regime 
driving itself, and the nation it is supposed to lead, into a blind 
alley. 

There is now only one honourable escape route left for this un- 
popular government. This is the way — out.

letter of resignation and of Premier Begin’s reply 



Dear Mr. Prime Minister, 

I hereby submit ray resignation 
as defence minister and a member 
of the Israeli Government. 

My resignation should come as no 
surprise to you: In recent frank 
conversations I have held with you, 
I have never made a secret of my 
opinions. I explained to you that the 
gap between our positions is grow- 
ing deeper and deeper. Too many of 
the key issues that the government 
deals with have become the sub- 
ject of division between us. 

My reservations about the 
government's peace plan. Its social 
policy and Its style of functioning 
have become graver. I felt a grow- 
ing realization that our paths are 
diverging and that soon 1 would no 
longer be able to. serve In your 
cabinet. Now this recognition has 
become firmly established and my 
moment to leave has come. 

It is only natural that now of all 
times, I cannot forget the hopes and 
promises that accompanied this 
government in Its first days. The 
expectations we nurtured In the 
election campaign, in which I took 
an active and leading role, were the 
hope to see changes in our entire 
way of life.

Mr. Ezer Weizman, 

Minister of Defence 
I HEREBY acknowledge with 
gratitude your letter of May 26, 
1980, In which you inform me, as 
required by law, of your resignation 
from your post In the Government 
of Israel. 

Your letter of resignation reach- 
ed me tonight at 1800 hours. If, by 
the same time on Wednesday, May 
28, you do not withdraw your 
resignation, your period of office in 
the government will then end in ac- 
cordance with Section 21A of the 
“Basic Law: The Government." 

And now, as to the contents of the 
letter. I shall begin from the end. I 
wish to thank you for the important 
lesson you have given me in 
patriotism, in true Zionism, in love 
of humanity. I will not forget. Let us 
return to the beginning.

JEWS OF HEBRON 

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — The Jerusalem Poet is to 
be commended for publishing 
David Geffen’s interesting account 
(May 201 of the friendship of R&bbl 
Halm Isaac Carigal of Hebron with 
the famed educator, the Reverend 
Ezra Stiles, before the American 
Revolution. It might surprise the 
American public that Jews lived in 
the Holy Land at that time. 

Interestingly enough, I found on 
the some page of my pocket en- 
cyclopedia both Stiles and John 
Lloyd Stephans. The latter was a 
New York lawyer, who was the first 
westerner to explore the Eastern 
Negev desert along its length. After 
writing a two-volume book “In- 
cidents of Travel In Egypt, Arabia 
Petraea and the Holy Land, by an 
American," in 1837, which was 
reprinted many times over, 
Stephens went on to fame by bring- 
ing to light the lost Mayan civiliza- 
tion of Yucatan. 

His depletion of the inhabitants of 
Hebron bears repetition. The 
Arabs: “Seven or eight hundred 
families, the wildest, most lawless 
and desperate people In the Holy 
Land," The Jews: “I shall never 
forget the kindness with which, as a 
stranger and Christian, I was 
received by the Jews in the ancient 
city of their fathers.” Both: “I 
emerged from the Jewish quarter, 
and it was with a warm feeling of 
thankfulness I felt, that if yesterday 
Z had an Arab's curse, today I bad a 
Jewish blessing."
